U. S. ---“Laugh It Off’, 
the Bosses’ Agents 


The desperate plight of 7,000,000 American workers has already 
driven tens of thousands of them to the seats of ““democratic” 
ernment to demand the right to live. 

But in every. American city where workers have approached the 
capitalist authorities, even to petition that something be done about 
their condition, the only answer of the authorities has been to mass the 
police to ride down and crack the skulls of whatever workers they could 
reach. The capitalist newspapers stolidly report that mounted thugs 
ride down and beat to insensibility even boys and girls for precisely 
nothing but an attempt*to speak in a public park or at a city hall on 
behalf of unemployment reijief. This is looked upon as the natural 
way to treat workers. This is typical American capitalist democracy. 

Workers who have becn stuffed with lies about our “free country” 
are now getting a liberal education in “democracy” as it is found in 
a country owned by capitalists. No more brutal attitude was ever taken 
by the worst Spe Rw hep tae abd in any European or Asiatic 
country. - 

It is true that some “Jiberal” newspapers (for whom it is a 5 good 
business . atvcortain.times).print.a.few feeble words disapproving 
of the bloody | tactics of the police against unarmed and suffering work- 
ers. But this is only momentary; for instance the New York World 
was “liberal” on one morning, and the next morning it reversed its pol- 
icy, supporting the police, while its afternoon edition of the same day 
savagely urged the police to more bloodshed. The New York Telegram 
is shiftily “liberal” today—and tomorrow it will applaud the police for 
the most brutal physical assaults upon barehanded workers whose only 
offense is their demand for relief of their sufferings. 

Just as the capitalist class tried to ignore the deep-going economic 


* crisis as long as pretense was possible, the insistence of the “liberals” 


today is upon a policy of instructing the police to “laugh it off.” “Laugh 


. off” the protests of 7,000,000 workers without jobs, without food, with- 


a ee 


out means of shelter! But don’t do a damned thing for them! When 
this hyena policy can no longer be continued—the workers can not laugh 
off their own lack of food and clothing—then the “liberals” become as 
savage as any in calling for the violent suppression of the workers. 

The official spokesmen of the A. F. of L. go further than any, 
and certainly are more savage against the workers than the “liberals.” 
The A. F. of L. is calling for outright, wholesale physical violence 
against the slightest manifestation of activity on the part of the 
7,000,000 unemployed workers or the workers in the shops to support 
the unemployed. The position of the A. F. of L. andthe socialist 
party is getting closer every day to outright fascism—these agents of 
the capitalist class can truly be described as social fascists. 

Day before yesterday Matthew Woll, vice-president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor and also acting president of the Civic Federa- 
tion—an organization of open-shop capitalists and labor-bureaucratic 
strike breakers—signed and sent out to all connections of that organ- 
ization a letter calling for suppression of the unemployment demon- 
strations of the workers which are now going on in all cities of this 
country and of the world. He declares that William Z. Foster, secre- 
tary of the Trade Union Unity League, which is leading the movement 
againiat unemployment: 

. has just returned from Moscow, where the Communist Inter- 
cassan contributed $1,250,000 for the work ef his organization in 
‘promoting revolition in the United States’ as well as in the destruc- 
tion of all social order. The expénses of the unemployment demon- 
strations will be defrayed out of that f 

Of course, Woll’s purpose is not only to give the Wall Street ruling 
class every encouragement to crack more heads of unemployed workers 
(among whom many hundreds of thousands are members of the A. F. 
of L., of which Woll is vice-president), but also to help in the agitation 
for the coming Wall Street-led imperialist war with the object of 
drowning in blood the workers’ government of the Soviet Union. 

Of course Woll’s letter is a tissue of damnable lies. If the unem- 
ployment councils are, as he says, Soviets (just because the Russian 
word “soviet” is the equivalent for the English word “council’’), then 
we can say that Matty Woll himself is a member of the Executive 
“Soviet” of the A. F. éf L: Or, we could refer to the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ, which is so bloodthirstily yellimg for war against 
the workers’ government, as the “Federal Soviet of Churches of Christ.” 

But what if the workers of one country were to send money «as 
“ygnemployment relief” or “strike relief’ to the workers of another 
country? Would this not be the most natural and admirable expression 
of solidarity of our class? The workerg in the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republics have enough on their hands in building there the greatest 
and most splendid social system ever in the history of the world, and 
the task is a heavy one, requiring. deep sacrifices on their part; the 
workers organizations in the Soviet Union must throw every energy 
and every resource into building up the socialist system. But if the 


\ workers’ organizations of any country were to send help to the workers 


of any other country, it would be not a thing to keep secret, but a 
matter to. announce with the greatest pride. Only the little Feeilaiaaatan 
eof the scab bosses, such as Matthew Woll, William Green, etc., would 
object to such-expression of working class international solidarity.

It is just at this time that the 


workers thrown out of their job must 


not accept the bosses’ word as final 
on the “liability” of the company to 
pay wages. They should organize 
a committee, from all the wérkers 
of the plant, getting the ai:! and ad- 
vice of the Trade Union Unity 
League. ; . 
Get Together! 

They should go altogether to the 
factory gate and say: 

“You say that things will be bet- 
ter in March. You want us to come 
back in March, do you? Well, in 
order to come back, we must live, 
pay rent, buy clothes and food. [If 
you are so confident that it will 
be only such a short time out of 
work, then you should be willing— 
since you tell us to stick around and 
wait—to pay us wages whilz we ure 
waiting.” And they should demand 
of the city, state and national gov- 
ernment, relief at once, and insur- 
ance against unemploymert. 

The committee should represent 
also the workers left on the job, 
and should also demand that the 
speed-up be abolished—so no more 
workers be fired while those left 
are overworked. They should demand 
the seven-hour day and the five-day 
week with no reductions in wage 
totals.

Many of the 
employers had to meet the workers 
demands—5 cents a crate for piece 
work, $1 an hour for hour week, 
where the shippers’ ultimatum was 
4°cents a crate for piece work, 70 
cents an hour for hour work. 

Most Sheds Closed 

Practically all Brawley sheds 
were closed, except the Gerrard and 
Handy sheds and one or two smal] 
ones. Every shed in Calexico was 
closed. 

While the workers were meetng 
in the workers’ section, the bosses 
held their meeting at the court- 
house, in order to be near the mas- 
ter class judges, police, sheriffs, 
American Legion thugs, stool- pig- 
eons and labor baiting “legal lights” 
from the office of the district. 

At that meeting,’ the shippers 
voted to pay 4c a crate for piece 
work, 70c an hour for day work. 
This was a small increase from 3 3-4 
to 4c a crate for piece work, and 
as low as 62 1-2c an hour for day 
work. 


Great Strikers’ Solidarity 

| Some seabbing has been. going on 
sorry to say, but even the capitalist 
ipress does not deny. the fact that 
the solidarity among the strikers is 
| good this time. They have undoubt- 
‘edly learned a lesson or two from 
the last strike, when the workers 
were betrayed by the Mexican Mu- 
tual Aid Association, a reformist 
organization of. class collaborators. 

At. some plants trimmers and 
other workers were put on packing 
work—and “efforts were being made 
to get out complete shipments.” 
But they did not succeed. On the 
other hand trimmers, also, are de- 
manding wage advances. So prob- 
ably no more scabs from that di- 
rection. 

Extra rigid inspection standards 
by the lettuce growers’ clearing 
house, resulting in throwing out 
many cases, for repacking, are 
causing loss of wages to the work. 
ers. This was one cause in forcing 
the workers to kick back for a five- 
cent a crate rate or a wage of $1 
an hour. 

The so-called unskilled field work- 
ers are getting only 26 cents an 
hour. But they will oust their fake 


‘lleaders and make a united front 


with the skilled workers in the agri- 
cultural induStry. 

As was the case during the last 
strike of field workers in Imperial 
Valley, local papers almost ignore’ 
the fact that a strike is on. Fear- 


-|ing that the unrest may not only 


spread to this paradise of the open 
shoppers, but also to other soup- 
joint sections in “prosperous” Cali- 
fornia, the exploiting forces back of 
the press have decided to “kill” the 
militancy of the workers by silence. 
They will not-succeed!

I had to mort- 
gage -all of my furniture and be- 
sides, mv wife had to mortgage her 
wages which is $8 and $9 a week 
(in the mill) and the bank charged 
me 6 percent interest and $3.50 
every month, they said to cover the 
bookkeeping which makes me pay 
£148 im one year for $100. And the 
Tennessee law allows this. That is 
enough to make one hot. 

Will fight with Young Workers 

If there is a Revolution I would 
shoulder my gun with the young 
ones. The only way I can see for 
the worker is to organize into this 
National Textile Union, and all 
unions like it that takes in al! the 
workers. If it is good enough

U.S. GOVT. LAYS. 
OFF, SPEEDS UP 
ORLEANS TOILERS 


“Uncle Shylock”. Holds 
Whip on Wharf Men 


(By a Worker Correspondent) 

NEW ORLEANS, La.—The U. S. 
government is using capitalist ra- 
tionalization against its employees 
here. The workers are under a ter- 
rifie speed-up in the Mississippi 
Warrior Service, which is directly 
under the control of the U. S. War 
Department. A major-general heads 
it. 

Only after working for nine con- 
secutive hours at the miserly wage 
of 40 cents per hour are the workers 
allowed a pittance of overtime—60 
cents. This means that if the men 
work from 1 o'clock in the after- 
noon to 5 in the evening, they get 
not overtime, only if they (in this 
case) work until. 10 o'clock that 
night. 
wharf. 

Cut Forees Down 

While two years ago there were 
seven to eight men to a gang, it has 
now been cut to five men, who are 
spedup to do more work than did 
the eight two years ago. There are 
four men to the dock gang, which 
once had also six to seven men 
Each man who handles a wad is 
burdened with 14 100-pound ‘saks, 


making 1,400 pounds for a one-man | 


load. 
Lift Heavy Sack 

On the barge the sacks are stowed 
11 tiers high, with two men on the 
inboard and two mien on the out- 
board, one man for the skid. This 
part of the job should have at ‘east 
eight men, as it is the most brutal 
Lind of punishment for two men to 
lift all day the 100-pound sacks, 
building the tire 11 sacks high, 
straining themselves (and being 
treated worse than slaves by the 
white straw-bosess, who are often 
mere “kids” and relatives of the 
general manager), and when they 
are worn with toil and unfit for the 
service of the chief of all slave-driv- 
ers, “Uncle Shylock,” they are put 
on the scrap heap of humanity, with 
nothing to. look forward to except a 
short time of grudging charity, or 
a speedy end of hunger and cold.

EDITORIAL COMMENT: 


This type of discrimination is practiced by the boases in order to 
divide the forces of the working class, to keep the whites separated 
from the Negro and prevent them organizing into the fighting trade 
union and to use one against the other when workers strike. 

Now for some Criticism. First, for a shop paper it is disappointedly 
general, outside of the letters and a few short articles. The actual 
concrete conditions of the shop are not reflected. Merely generaliza- 
tions of worsening conditions, etc., are not sufficient. All forms of 
capitalist rationalization should be presented concretely, however little 
they ‘may seem. The full page strip of cartoons on the.last page is 
really an attractive feature. But we wish to point out that the com- 
rade lets drop a pacifist tinge from his pen when he drew “the boob” 
going to war and “honored” by those who sent him there after he is 
dead. Not a pacifist C. O. attitude but a “turn the master’s war into 
a war against the masters” attitude would have been more correct. 
With these shortcomings corrected there is no reason why the “Spar- 
rows Point Worker” should not become an effective Weapon in leading 
the Bethlehem plants workers in Baltimore to struggle under the ban- 
“ner of the Party.

In the 35inch dept. after we are 
working a few days on a job that 
pays 75 cents, the boss sends us to 
another job that pays only 60 cents.

This 
is another way the bosses cut 
wages. 

In the 9 inch dept. bosses send us 
home every time they feel like it. 
They send us home after we've 
worked 6 hours, 7 hours. They go as

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WIN THE NEW MEMBERS 


By SAM DARCY. 

Wt are approaching the end of the member- 

ship drive. It is too early as yet to make 
a thorough estimate of the drive itself. 
are to keep and even further the achievements 
of the drive however, we must already now 
find the weaknesses in our work and eliminate 
them. This means not only to complete the 
drive successfully, but also to make a thorough 
campaign to win the new members to active 
participation in Party work. 

Drive Results Show Party Prestige. 

Certainly it is a tribute to the prestige of 
our Party that our quota has been far exceeded 
by the number of applicants. Also we must 
note that the method with which we carried out 
the membership drive was a far more Bolshevik 
one than ever before, in that our approach was 
more than ever before on the basis of the 
Party’s participation in actual class struggles. 
Possibly the most encouraging feature of the 
membership drive is the improvell composition 
of the new members who have entered our 
Party. We have recruited already four times 
as many Negro workers into the Party in the 
New York district alone as we have ever had 
in our district at any one previous time. The 
composition by industries, by nativity, by age, 
and so on all reflect improvement in the Par- 
ty’s work in reaching the American proletariat 
in the basic industries. 

Not Sufficiently in Factories. 

There are, however, a large number of short- 
comings which we must seriously consider. For 
example, out of the total recruited in the New 
York district almost half were recruited at 
demonstrations and not in the factories. This 
fact alone has brought to light a considerable 
number of shortcomings in our work. For 
example, out of the total number of those who 
joined our Party, 200 recruits, mostly those 
who joined at the demonstrations under the 
pressure of mass enthusiasm are not re- 
porting for assignments to units. Although 
many of these will undoubtedly turn up prop- 
erly, yet this is an indication that the full 
number ‘listed as recruited will not actually 
become members. Also because of having re- 
cruited at mass meetings so large a number 
of members rather than in the factories, we 
have very few,new shop nuclei as a result of 
the drive. 

Nevertheless, this influx of new members is 
undoubtedly a tremendous source of added 


strength to our Party and our task must now 


be to win these new members for activity. One 
of the most serious problems that has been fac- 
ing our Party up till now is the large fluctua- 
tion of members which prevents steady growth. 
commensurate at least in a measure with our 
recruiting efforts. Excellent proletarian ele- 
ments join.our ranks only to drop away after 
a verv short time. 
fact that workers leave our organization, the 
political Party of the whole working class, we 
must yet examine the reasons for it and take 
measures to improve the situation. 

The Life of the Unit. 

The first question we must put is—Why do 
workers join. our Party? They see us, their 
fellow. workers, fighting the bosses as an or- 
eanization, on the picket lines and in the shops. 
They see us fighting the police who break our 
strikes, in street demonstrations, etc. The al- 
most instinctive hatted for imperialist war by 
the wreat masses makes them respond readily 
to the Party anti-war struggle. 


If we * 


our units which function very badly, there is 
a tendency to drop away from activity. In fact, 
during the factional struggle especially, our 
Party lost thousands upon thousands of re- 
cruited workers because of this situation. Even 
now that our unit meetings and activities are 
taking on a better aspect since we have elim- 


| inated factionalism from thém. and have estab- 


lished healthy discussions based upon mass ac- 
tivity there are still.a considerable number 
of shortcomings which tend to antagonize new 
members who join our Party. 


At the very first unit meeting they attend 
they hear the use of a large number of terms 
which are completely foreign to their ears. 
These terms are necessary—they arise out of 
the needs of our continually developing theory. 
But when the worker does not understand them 


' they appear, not something which helps him 


in the class struggle, but something foreign 
to his activity in the class struggle. Similarly, 


' many of these new members do not understand 
certain procedure and decisions and activities 


taken up in the units. Many of our members 
have an attitude that we must let the new 
members “sink or swim.” “If they catch on to 
the Party very well, but if they drop out then 
it is because they are unfit.” This is basically 
wrong. Each unit must insure that each new 
member gets personal attention to help in the 


| development of his understanding. 


Win the New Members to Activity. 
We must develop the idea in our Party that 
the mere fact that a worker signs an applica- 
tion card does not yet mean he is a Communist; 


_ that the signing of the application card is only 


While not justifying the | 


a signal for the fact that the worker is willing 
to become a Communist, and that our Party 
must then take measures win him for ac- 
tivity; to show him by example and by joint 
work how to become active. 


Possibly the worst feature of our unit meet- 
ings in respect to their effect upon the new 
member is the “heresy hunting” which still ex- 
ists in many of the units as a leftover of the 
old factional struggle. In those unfortunate 
days the aim of a discussion was not to clarify 
our Party membershin theoretically, but rather 
to be able to plaster deviations on the opposite 
faction. Everything that a member said in the 
unit was taken in the spirit in which a police 
officer gets infarmation from a criminal, name- 
ly, “It may be used against you as evidence.” 
This must be radically cHanged. Our discus- 
sions must be of such a nature as to encour- 
age exactly those workers who have never dis- 
cussed theoretical questions before and who do 
not understand these questions fully to partici- 
pate in the discussions. This will develop them. 
Errors made by these workers in the course of 
presenting their views must not be made the. 
occasion for comrades to set themselves up as 


| heroic discoverers of deviations, but rather as 


In this way, | 


from the outside, the worker sees our Party | 


only in its general fighting role in the struggle 
and does not see the long arduous and detailed 
tasks necessary to carry out in order to prepare 
these struggles properly. 

Therefore, when they join our organization 
and do not find the units quite as they pic- 
tured it from the outside, especiallv these of 


the occasion for friendly discussion in ordet to 
clarify the situation and win the unclear com- 
rades to a correct point of view. 


The Life in the Factory. 


And finally, we must introduce into our 
units discussions of the conditions im, the fac- 
tories where the members of the units work. 
In this concrete fashion we can evolve méthods 
for building up our Party in the shops and 
connecting our units with mass work. Up till 
now our approach to the question of factory 
work was much too general. But through this 
different method of handling the question it 
is possible to examine our work in each fac- 
tory separately and involve the éntire unit in 
the task of building up our Party there. 

On the whole, we can say our membership 
drive has been a splendid success. With loyalty 
and devotion, with understanding and courage, 
we can carry forward the task of winning the 
maiority of the working class.

FHE recent American Legion attacks on the 

Filipino workers in California has brought 
to the attention of the Party the long-neglect- 
ed auestion of organizing the workers of col- 
onial origin, particularly on the Pacific Coast.

MASS DEMON STRATIONS OF 


UNEMPLOYED IN HUNGARY |

HE Hungarian political police have once 
again saved the state order. The ist and 
2nd of February had been announced to be 
critical days: in Budapest the whole of the 
police were mobilized, the troops in the bar- 
‘yacks were held in readiness. The expected 
Communist putch did not materialize, but as 
the bourgeois press complains, the distribution 
of leaflets could not be prevented, in which 
the “Unity Committee of the Unemployed” 
called upon the workers to hold street demon- 
strations and issued revolutionary slogans. 


A short time ago the state police had al- 
ready announced the annihilation of the Com- 
munist Party apparatus, when it ‘arrested 12 
“conspirators” and discovered two illegal print- 
ing-works. How is it possible that in spite of 
being 
continued? That is the question asked by 
the bourgeois press. 


The Hungarian working class is taking -up 

the active fight against fascist terror and so- 
cial fascism which is eollaborating with the 
government. For weeks the uninterrupted 
street demonstrations of the unemployed kept 
the Budapest police in constant suspense; in 
spite of prohibitions and ruthless attacks of 
streng police forces, the unemployed hold dem- 
onstrations for hours, beat and rough handle 
the police and even police officers. The poli- 
tical police have not succeeded in getting hold 
of the leaders. 

Unemployment in Hungary raises all the 
other unsolved problems of the government, 
the devastating industrial and agrarian crises 
the unbearable burden of taxation, the impov- 
erishment of the toiling peasants, etc. Un- 
employment is constantly growing, but its in- 
crease cannot be stated in exact figures, as 
no official data are available. According to 
the last report of the free trade unions on the 
31st of December 20,000 of their members, con- 
stituting 18.04 per cent of the organized work- 
ing class, were unemployed. But only a small 
portion of the Hungarian working class is o- 
ganized in the trade unions. The total num- 
ber of unemployed among the industrial prole- 
tariat amounts to over 100,000. 
alone, 53,000 unemployed recently handed in 
questionnaire forms on the occasion of a relief 
action; also in the various provincial towns the 
unemployed number several thousand.

The unemployment. season for 40,000 tobacco 
workers was very protracted this year. In 
fact, nothing like it had been seen at any ‘time 
in the past. The crisis in this industry is due 
mainly to rationalization and the lack of 
markets. 


With the exception of the tobaeco workers, 
none of the unemployed are covered by any in- 
surance benefits. But even the insurance 
scheme introduced for the tobacco workers, 
which was won after many bloody battles, has 
to be subscribed to by_all workers in employ- 
ment to the amount of 6 per cént of their 
wages. As a matter of fact, the so-called To- 
bacco Benefit Funds, controlled for the most 
part by government and capitalist representa- 
tives, are simply a fraud since these insurance 
departments never spend any of the money 
paid in in relief.. Another exploiters’ agency 
is the so-called “Seamen’s House” where only 
members of three years’ standing can expect 


’ to get a few pence in relief. 


On the other hand, in a memorandum sub- 
mitted by the Employers’ Association to the 
government on January 16, 1930, in connec- 
tion with the crisis, we read the following: 
“In view of the present situation,-a 10-hour 
day must now be introduced in our industries. 
The Greek Employers’ Association has been 
compelled to reject completely the Social In- 
surance Scheme contemplated by the Minister 
of National Economy. Far from extending the 
existing insurance scheme. to other localities, 
the abolishment of the present system of in- 
surance benefits must be included in the pro- 
gram of the government.” 


And-so we find that even in the bine enter- 


prises where the 8-hour day has been intro- 
duced, it is to be abrogated, while even the 
present ridiculous insurance scheme, inade- 
quate as it is, since only a few thousand work- 
ers are covered, is to be abolished. Such is 
capital’s reply to the unemployed who are 
starving today. 

In view of the specific character of unem- 
ployment today, we find the unemployed work- 
ers adopting new forms of struggle. The work- 
ers are now using methods of struggle never 
used before. For example, on the Passo Is- 
land the unemployed seized some of the ships 
in the harbor and sailed to Kavala, the nearest 
center, where they were met with machine 
guns. Barricades were thrown up in Agrinio, 
which were subsequently captured by the 
authorities. 

Mass demonstrations of unemployed build- 
ing workers, tobacco workers,: food workers, 
and others, took place in Athens, Piraeus, Sal- 
onika, Kavala and other working class cen- 
ters during December and January. 

The chief demands of the unemployed said: 
ers were: full unemployment’ insurance, sub- 
sidized by the state and the employers to be 
under workers’ control and to guarantee three- 
fourths of former wages received, which must 
be paid out by the municipal boards; provi- 
sion of work, tobacco workers’ insurance funds 
to be run by the workers. ! 

The unemployed workers also protested 
against the persecution of the revolutionary 
TU organizations and condemned the present 


war preparations against the USSR. Large 


numbers of the unemployed workers were ar- 
rested and victimized by the authorities. 

The instructions of the government call for 
the immediate suppression of all workers’ 
movements and. should there-be any signs of 
resistance “to shoot to kill.” In fact, this was 
the curt statement rhade by the governor of 
Kavala when he. addressed the Unemployed 
Workers’ Délegatién who had*submitted a pro- 
test against the continued terror. Hundreds 
of unemployed workers were arrested an 
heaten up during the demonstrations and many 
of them have now been sentenced to long

tribute the resentment and bitterness of the 
unemployed to “the undermining work of 
Moscow” and unanimously demand the estab=- 
lishment of the anti-Soviet bloc. It is very 
characteristic that in this question there is re- 
vealed the closest connection of the irredentist 
Rothermere propaganda with the preparation 
of the war of intervention against the Soviet 
Union. 

‘The same hymn of hate against the Soviet 
Union is ground out by the press of Hungarian 
social democracy which is attacking the mass 
actions of the unemployed in the rear by 
means of calumnies and denunciations. Its 
central organ, “Nepszava,”’ wrote among 
others: 

“According to the latest telegrams the 
Central Council of the Soviet Trade Unions - 
has decided to commence an energetic of- 
fensive, whereby the unemployed of the 
European countries are to be made use of. 
as the most valuable revolutionary elements. 
A fund was set up for financing the revo-. 
lutionary unemployed movement:. . . Mos- 
cow does not wish to alleviate the great. 
misery of the unemployed, but only to make 
use of their exasperation and cuppreton 
for its own special purposes.” 

No matter how stupid such assertions may 
be, they will not fail to have’ their effect upon 

the police, the publi¢j prosecutors and thé 
bloody courts, who will make use of these “af- 
guments” for a new campaign against unem- 
ployed proletarians. But the toilers who have 
been aroused to revolutionary activity will not 
be intimidated either by fascist terror or i 
socine-Taaiet provocateurs.

insignificant concessions. For example, the 
mayor of Athens after continued demonstra- 
tions on the part of the unemployed, was 
compelled to provide employment for 300 
workers. Just before the holidays, the Muni- 
cipal Board of Salonika gave the unemployed 
workers a sum equivalent to five days’ relief. 
But the mayor took good care to utilize the 
occasion to support his own people. nder 
the pretext of helping the unemp he 
voted a subsidy of 850,000 Drachmai which was 
promptly handed over to the social-fascists, 
ministers of religion and to the bourgeois 
“charitable societies. ”" In this way, the revo- 
lutionary unions who have more than 10,000 
unemployed in their ranks, received 24,000 
drachmai, barely a few pence for each mem- 
ber! If this is not derision, then what is? - 
Mass Political Strike. 

As the crisis deepens and rationalization is 
continued, thousands upon thousands of new 
workers wll be thrown out of work. Organ- 
izing the counter-attack of the workers, the 
Communist Party and the Unitary Confedera- 
tion of Labor have now put forward the slo- 
gan: “Prepare a mass political strike.” : 
The. government promptly disbanded the U. 
C. L. But the movement among the peasantry 
is gaining momentum, which together with the 
unemployed workers’ movement and the gen- 
eral struggle of the working class will pro- 
vide a new impetus for the fight to over- 
‘throw the dictatorship of the bourgeoisie and «t 
to sef up a Worker-Peasant Government in '
